Suzanne Genix Gordon 
Parker was born March 24, 
1949 in Jackson, MI and 
died February 15, 2022 of 
complications from ALS. 
She was a resident of 
Charlevoix and Sun City 
West AZ. 

Her creative life began 
with a destructive art proj- 
ect that involved a tube of 
lipstick and a new couch for 
a palette and graduated to 
crayons on walls. Told she 
needed to draw on paper, 
she opened several books to 
blank pages and continued 
her artwork until supplied 
with coloring books and 
paper. In later life, her art 
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took a more creative turn, 
as she was asked to paint a 
wall for children in the 
Health Department in 
Ithaca. 

Suzanne graduated from 
Waverly High School in 
Lansing in 1967. She went 
on to earn a BS in sociology 
and psychology from MSU. 
After falling in love as an 
undergrad with the teach- 
ings of BF Skinner (the Fa- 
ther of behavior 
modification) she studied 
behavioral psychology at U 
of M. Her real passion was 
Math and she achieved an 
MS in math from CMU. 

She spent most of her ca- 
reer with the State of Michi- 
gan. Later in her career she 
obtained a Masters Certifi- 
cate in IT Project Manage- 
ment from George 
Washington University. She 
attended MIT and studied 
three tier architecture. She 
became Project Manager for 
the automation of adult 
services in Michigan, where 
she found it thrilling to ac- 
cumulate and manipulate 
data and analyze it. She also 
headed a project to make 
Michigan Medicare compli- 
ant. Suzanne retired from 
the Michigan Department 
of Management and Budget. 

Given a choice between 
continuing on for a Ph.D. or 
becoming a pilot, she chose 
to get her pilot’s license. 
She then served as presi- 
dent and board member of 
Volunteer Mercy Pilots 
(VMP) and on the board of 
Angel Flight of Michigan 
and the national board of 
Air Care Alliance. Suzanne 
was a volunteer her entire 
life which started as an un- 
dergrad with SCOPE Stu- 
dents for Community 
Organization through peo- 
ple Effort by manning a cen- 
ter for afterschool programs 
for children. As the social 
service chairman of her 
sorority, Phi Mu she led the 
largest fraternal fund rais- 
ing effort for project HOPE. 
As alittle sister of Delta 
Sigma Phi she led an 
equally impressive fund 
raising effort for Beekman 
Center in Lansing. She was 
also involved as a Big Sister, 
and a certified consumer ar- 
bitrator for the western 
Michigan Better Business 
Bureau. Along with being a 
member of the Michigan 
Association of Student Vol- 
unteers and President of 
the Michigan Association of 
Volunteer administrators. 
Also various other groups. 
She served on both the Lee- 
lanau Commission on Aging 
and the Charlevoix Com- 
mission on Aging. 

She loved film and media 
and as an undergrad re- 
ceived an award from the 
Greater Lansing Panhel- 
lenic Council for her film on 
Greek life, that was shown 
in all of the high schools in 
the area. She created media 
productions for adult foster 
care, sheltered workshops, 
social services and the 
Northwest Michigan Wom- 
ens Resource Center. She 
was one of ten people in the 
U.S. to win a grant from the 
Abby Wolf Foundation for a 
film highlighting medical 
Public Benefit Flying. 

To keep herself occupied 
while snow birding in Ari- 
zona, she took dance les- 
sons, classes in 
silversmithing and metal 
work, became a Mig welder, 
lapidarian and a consum- 
mate jewelry maker. She 
also learned to make wine 
and beer, which added to 
her culinary talents that 
began in childhood with the 
making of a cherry pie. Her 
recipe, as remembered from 
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her mother, was to pick 
cherries from the tree in the 
yard, put them in a pie pan, 
light the oven, and as an 
added and totally unneces- 
sary step, singe her eye- 
brows. Following that, she 
made fudge, which turned 
out like cement and necessi- 
tated burying the pan and 
contents in the backyard so 
as not to be discovered by 
her mother. Her career of 
cooking elaborate meals for 
guests started with a dinner 
party of undercooked 
corned beef. Bananas Foster 
flambé at the table, swiftly 
leapt to a fire in the carpet. 
Believing that everything 
starts with failure, she went 
on to become a fantastic 
chef, delighting many a din- 
ner party with her cre- 
ations. 

A lifetime athlete, she 
began as captain of the 
cheerleading squad in high 
school. She played competi- 
tive tennis, participated in 
gymnastics, cycling, com- 
petitive cross country ski- 
ing, kayaking, figure 
skating and hiking. 

Suzanne indulged in her 
joy of gardening by estab- 
lishing the LaCroft Condo- 
minium Garden Club to 
spiff up her condo grounds. 
For a woman who often 
sewed her own stunning 
outfits and looked amaz- 
ingly beautiful, she sure 
liked to get down and dirty. 

Suzanne enjoyed singing. 
She knew the melodies of 
most songs from the 60s and 
70s. She often couldn’t re- 
member the correct lyrics, 
but she and Dennis loved 
singing together (for their 
own amusement). 

She believed the most im- 
portant lesson is to let chil- 
dren know you believe in 
them, as her advisor at 
work did for her. It changed 
her life. She continually fo- 
cused on the adage “Be kind 
to everyone. You don’t know 
what kind of war they’re 
fighting.” She fought her 
own fight with grace and 
dignity. 

She had a fairytale mar- 
riage to Don Gordon for 
nearly 25 years and the 
fairytale continued until the 
end, when aviation brought 
her together with her cur- 
rent husband Dennis Parker 
for the last five plus years. 

Suzanne is predeceased 
by her father Louis Genix 
(2000), step-father Jim 
Faraone (2012), and hus- 
band Don Gordon (2010). 
She is survived by her hus- 
band Dennis Parker and his 
son Vincent, her mother 
Rosemary Faraone, brother 
and sister-in-law Peter and 
Sharon Genix, sister and 
brother-in-law Diana and 
Don Day. She was supported 
throughout her life and es- 
pecially during her battle 
with ALS by her loving 
friends Deb Porter, Shirley 
Roloff, Suzanne Campbell, 
Carol Breed, Linda 
Starcher, Linda Walsh, Dale 
and Diane Herder, Pat 
Brinker, Linda Kalber and 
Trudy Carpenter.

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Charlevoix County Community 
Foundation Seeks Input 


The Charlevoix County 
Community Foundation 
(C8F) is collecting input 
from those who live, work, 
and play in communities 
across Charlevoix County. 
“The survey asks friends 
and neighbors to share their 
priorities for a thriving com- 
munity,” explains Chip 
Hansen, President of the 
Community Foundation. 
The survey is available on- 
line at www.c3f.org and will 
be open through March 31st. 
This input, along with other 
data, will help C3F board 
and staff set priorities for 
discretionary grantmaking, 
impact investing, and com- 
munity leadership. 

The survey was designed 
to encourage participants to 
respond in their own words 
plus offers a chance to rank 
top areas respondents feel 
are necessary for their com- 
munity to thrive. Since early 
June, housing, education, 
and employment have con- 
sistently ranked highest. Re- 
spondents felt environment 
and health were nearly as 
important. 

There was broad agree- 
ment on the strengths the 
community has to build on: 
natural beauty and recre- 
ational access to places like 
lakes, trails, forests, and 
parks came up again and 
again in responses. Survey 
results so far also recognize 
the people as botha 
strength and a point of 
pride. Words like “gener- 
ous,” “civic-minded,” “com- 
passionate,” and “willing to 
get involved” were com- 
monly echoed. Other exam- 
ples of top responses 
included “neighbors helping 
neighbors,” “people re- 
sponding to the needs of 
others,” and “how everyone 
supports one another.” 

The final question asked 
respondents to share what 
they felt could be improved 
in their communities. Hous- 
ing was a clear concern to 
survey-takers, specifically 
the availability of workforce 
housing, affordability of all 
types of housing, the need 
for year-round rentals, and 
the benefits and disadvan- 
tages of short-term rentals 
were all mentioned. Infra- 
structure and services, such 
as roads, high-speed inter- 
net, and recycling, were fre- 
quently offered. 
Respondents had thoughts

vote it into law or reject it. A 
motion by Commissioner 
Tracey Johnson to send the 
ordinance back to the Plan- 
ning Commission for review 
and a public hearing was ap- 
proved with Timmons and 
Penzien voting against. 
“This is basically a motion 
to pick up where you left 
off,” clarified Commissioner 
Hofweber. As of April 2019 
all three cities in Charlevoix 
County voted to prohibit 
marijuana businesses. East 
Jordan residents voted to ap- 
prove the use of recreational 
marijuana, Michigan Pro- 
posal 1 in November 2018. 
“The idea behind the draft 
ordinance was to create jobs, 
sell property in the indus- 
trial park, create more tax 
base. It’s not an ordinance 
for a store front. It’s an ordi- 
nance for the manufacturing 
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and suggestions around 
businesses in the area, in- 
cluding the desire for more 
retail and restaurants, ap- 
preciation of a ‘shop local’ 
mindset, and mention of en- 
couraging more businesses 
with affordable rent in 
downtown areas. There was 
a trend in some responses 
around civility, unity, listen- 
ing to each other, giving re- 
spect, being open-minded, 
and reducing the “drama.” 
There was also a trend 
around well-paid, year- 
round employment that can 
attract and sustain young 
people and families. 

“We are pleased with the 
number of responses so 
far,” notes Mr. Hansen, “but 
encourage folks to spend 10 
minutes taking the survey. 
The voices we hear from re- 
ally matter. We also hope 
that the effort will introduce 
the Community Foundation 
to people who haven’t 
learned about how we help 
people make a difference 
close to home.” 

The Charlevoix County 
Community Foundation is a 
grassroots charitable organ- 
ization made up of various 
funds — all of them estab- 
lished by local donors. Some 
funds are earmarked for 
specific causes, and others 
are open-ended to meet 
changing needs. The funds 
are held in permanent en- 
dowment, so they can con- 
tinue to grow and generate 
income to enhance the qual- 
ity of life in Charlevoix 
County, now and for genera- 
tions to come.

Boyne City - Commission- 
ers agreed to help the non- 
profit organization, Michigan 
Community Capital, to apply 
for and secure $3.9 million 
dollars in State funding and 
an overview of the Field of 
Dreams Project was pre- 
sented at the February 22 
Boyne City Commission 
Meeting. 

The redevelopment of a 
0.93-acre contaminated parcel 
in downtown Boyne City into 
a mixed-use new construc- 
tion building with 45 new 
apartments began three

years ago. The project known 
as the Lofts of Lake Street, 
will result in workforce hous- 
ing that is affordable to those 
with household incomes 
slightly below the area me- 
dian. It has already been ap- 
proved by the city who helped 
MCC obtain a $750,000 grant 
to prepare the site addressing 
environmental issues which 
included asbestos and mer- 
cury in the soil. Also, the city 
has approved a 10-year Com- 
mercial Rehabilitation Abate- 
ment on the property. “We 
are committed to being a 
member of the community 
and being an asset to the 


community,” said Marilyn 
Crowley, Vice President of In- 
vestment for MCC. The 
COVID-19 pandemic caused a 
significant rise in construc- 
tion costs and supply chain 
disruptions that have in- 
creased the project’s costs 
from $8Mil to $11Mil, accord- 
ing to Crowley. They are re- 
questing the city’s support in 
securing a $3.9 million dollar 
Enhancement Grant from the 
state to fill this funding gap. 
“This grant will make a huge 
difference to overcoming this 
challenge,” said Crowley. The 
action requires no financial 
match from the city. “I’m in 


full support of this project as 
I have been from the begin- 
ning,” said Commissioner 
Tom Neidhamer. “It’s ad- 
dressing our city goals, its 
taking a delinquent piece of 
property and creating vi- 
brant housing opportunities, 
job opportunities and eventu- 
ally putting it back on the tax 
roll.” 

Commissioners approved a 
request to apply for funds for 
a fourth project through the 
Charlevoix County Parks 
Millage Grant. The little 
league ball diamond will be 
raised two and a half-feet, use 
artificial turf and have a 


drainage system underneath. 
The city has already applied 
to the Millage Grant for three 
other parks and recreation 
projects: The Rotary Park 
Pickleball Courts fencing and 
benches, the Veterans Park 
Pavilion seating, and the Vet- 
erans Park Pavilion audio 
system. The $10,000 request 
would be used for phase one 
of the two year Waterfront 
Field of Dreams Project. A 
full presentation and Q@ & A 
session on the project is 
scheduled for March 8. 


MDHHS pilots program for more families to receive money-saving weatherization services 


More low-income Michigan 
families will be able to now 
take advantage of a program 
that provides free home 
weatherization to reduce en- 
ergy costs by an average of 
$283 per year. 

The Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) has $5 million 
available from the U.S. De- 
partment of Energy Weather- 
ization Assistance Program 
to pay for home repairs that 
are sometimes needed before 
weatherization services can 
be provided. 

Many homes in a state of 
disrepair cannot take advan- 
tage of weatherization funds. 
Those situations would often 
lead to a deferral — where an 
otherwise eligible home 
would not receive weather- 
ization repairs or services be- 
cause the materials installed 
could be compromised. 

“Weatherizing homes is a 
great way to reduce energy 
costs for Michiganders and 
prevent low-income families 
from having to worry about

Community Action and Eco- 
nomic Opportunity adminis- 
ters the U.S. Department of 
Energy Weatherization As- 
sistance Program, which ben- 
efits approximately 1,300 
low-income families annually 
in Michigan. Community Ac- 
tion Agencies and non-profit 
organizations provide weath- 
erization services at the local 


level. 

Services funded by the pre- 
weatherization deferral dol- 
lars may include 
construction, reconstruction, 
improvement or repair of 
single-family and multi-fam- 
ily residential buildings to 
correct health and safety con- 
ditions as identified by the 
weatherization assistance 
program’s energy audit. Typ- 
ical housing conditions that 
can lead to deferrals include 
mold and moisture damage, 
knob and tube wiring issues, 
other electrical issues, grad- 
ing issues, roof damage, 
structural issues, plumbing 
issues, pest issues, ventila- 
tion issues, asbestos issues 
and radon. 

“MDHHS wants to help as 
many residents as possible 
weatherize their homes to 
save money and energy,” said 
MDHHS Director Elizbeth 
Hertel. “High energy costs 
can cause families to fall be- 
hind on their utility bills or 
be forced to pay their energy 
bills with money that could

No 
one should be ineligible for 
cost-saving weatherization 
assistance due to costly 
needed repairs.” 

In a weatherization job, 
trained professionals known 
as energy auditors use com- 
puterized software and ad- 
vanced diagnostic equipment 
such as blower doors and in- 
frared cameras to create a 
comprehensive energy analy- 
sis of the home. This analysis 
determines the most cost-ef- 
fective measures to install in 
each home. The energy audi- 
tor creates a customized 
work order so trained con- 
tractors and crew members 
can install the identified en- 
ergy-efficient and health and 
safety measures. 

These measures include 
items such as insulation, 
blower-door-guided air seal- 
ing of key leakage junctures, 
and installations such as 
lighting and water saving 
measures.

Improved in- 
door air quality and 
appropriate ventilation 
strategies lead to healthier 
living conditions in weather- 
ized homes, which often lead 
to reduced asthma triggers 
and fewer doctor visits. 

Anyone interested in ap- 
plying for the Weatherization 
Assistance Program, even if 
they may have a reason for 
deferral, can contact their 
local provider. Eligibility is 
based on household income 
and home condition.

NORWOOD TOWNSHIP 
Ordinance No. 1 of 2022 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE NORWOOD TOWNSHIP ZONING 
ORDINANCE CONCERNING SHORT-TERM RENTALS 


THE TOWNSHIP OF NORWOOD HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Amendment of Section 2.02. 
The definition of “Dwelling Unit” in Section 2.02 of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordi- 
nance is hereby amended to read in entirety as follows: 


Dwelling Unit: A building or portion of a building, either site-built or pre-manufactured, 
providing complete independent living facilities for one (1) family for residential purposes, 
including permanent provisions for sleeping, living, cooking and sanitary facilities. In no 
case shall a travel trailer, truck, bus, motor home, tent or other such portable structures be 
considered a dwelling unit. 


Section 2. Amendment of Section 2.02. 

Section 2.02 of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to add in its 
appropriate alphabetical location a new definition, Short-Term Rental, which shall read in 
entirety as follows: 


Short-Term Rental: A dwelling unit, or portions thereof, that is available for use or is 
used for accommodations or lodging of guests, paying a fee or other compensation, for a 
period of less than 30 days at a time. 


Section 3. Amendment of Article Ill. 
Article Ill of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to add a new 
Section 3.35, which shall read in entirety as follows: 


Section 3.35 - Short-Term Rentals 

Except as provided in Section 5.03A.3 of this Ordinance, short-term rentals shall be a per- 
mitted use in all zoning districts, but only after obtaining a license under the Norwood 
Township Short- term Rental Licensing Ordinance. 


Section 4. Amendment of Article V. 
Article V of the Norwood Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to add a new 
Section 5.03A, which shall read in entirety as follows: 


Section 5.03A - Clipper View Subdivision Overlay District (CVSOD) 
The following provisions shall apply to the Clipper View Subdivision Overlay District 
(CVSOD). 


Section 5.03A.1 - Intent 

The land uses in this District are intended to encourage and accommodate residential 
structures, except short-term rentals, located on existing smaller individual lots, parcels, 
or site condominiums along with other residential related facilities which serve the resi- 
dents within the District. 


Section 5.03A.2 - District Boundaries 

The Clipper View Subdivision Overlay District (CVSOD) shall apply to all lots within the 
Clipper View Subdivision, as recorded in Liber 2 of Plats, pages 72-73, Charlevoix County 
Records. 


Section 5.03A.3 - Permitted Uses 
All permitted used in the Low Density Residential District (R-1) shall be permitted uses in 
the Clipper View Subdivision Overlay District (CVSOD), except short-term rentals. 


Section 5.03A.4 - Uses Subject to Special Approval 

All uses subject to special approval in the Low Density Residential District (R-1) shall be 
uses subject to special approval in the Clipper View Subdivision Overlay District 
(CVSOD). 


Section 5.03A.5 - Dimensional Regulations 

Structures and uses in the Clipper View Subdivision Overlay District (CVSOD) are subject 
to the same area, height, bulk and placement requirements in Section 5.08 Schedule of 
Regulations as are applicable within the Low Density Residential District (R-1). 


Section 5. Severability. 

If any section, clause, or provision of this Ordinance is declared unconstitutional or other- 

wise invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, said declaration shall not affect the valid- 

ity of the remainder of the Ordinance as a whole or any part thereof, other than the part so 
declared to be unconstitutional or invalid. 


Section 6. Effective Date. 
This Ordinance shall become effective eight (8) days after being published in a newspa- 
per of general circulation within the Township.
